Washington, July IO.—General Villa 
has voted against informal peace con­ 
fe re e es between representatives of 
the Constitutionalists and the Huerta 
government as proposed by the South 
American mediators. 
His attitude was revealed in a tele­ 
gram sent to General Carranza, copies 
of which have reached here. 
This 
confirmation, together with the knowl­ 
edge 
that General 
Pablo Gonzales, 
chief of the division of the East of 
the Constitutionalist army, is opposed 
to the conferences, 
has 
upset the 
hopes of Constitutionalists here. 
General Alvaro Obregon, command­ 
ing the division of the Northeast, is 
the only one of tho three chiefs com­ 
manding the main c olumns of the Con­ 
stitutionalist army who has not been 
heard 
from, 
but 
inasmuch 
as 
his 
forces are near Guadalajara and in 
striking distance of Mexico City it is 
believed he will not agree to any 
parleys at this time. 
Rafael Zubaran and Luis Cabrera, 
representatives of General Carranza, 
declined to make any comment on the 
situation. 
From those Constitution­ 
alists who would talk it was learned 
that there is a misconception among 
the Constitutionalist generals of the 
things to be discussed at the pro­ 
posed conferences. 
The telegram from Villa to Carran­ 
za advising the rejection of the invi­ 
tation extended by the mediators for 
informal conferences was phrased in 
emphatic terms. 
He declared there 
should be no parlaying with Huerta 
except on the battlefield. 
Carranza and Villa, temporarily at 
least, have patched up their differ­ 
ences, it was announced by persons 
in communication with General Car­ 
ranza.

which is expected to be within a few 
days.

REBELS TAKE GUADALAJARA 


Inflict 
Severe 
Lo sse s 
Upon 
Federal 
Force. 
Douglas, Ariz., July IO.—Telegraph­ 
ing from the governor’s palace in the 
city of Guadalajara, General Alvaro 
Obregon informed F. S. Elias, border 
representative of the Constitutional­ 
ists, that he had captured the city 
Wednesday morning and utterly rout­ 
ed 12,000 federals commanded by Gen­ 
eral Miel, federal governor of Jalisco. 
In a fierce battle extending over a 
zone of eighty miles the federal army 
was cut to pieces by Obregon’s force 
of less than 10,000 men. 
Five thou­ 
sand federals were captured, Obregon 
said, along with all the artillery and 
ammunition of the enemy. 
Few of the attacking force were 
killed or wounded, Obregon reported. 
He informed Elias 
that he led 
his 
forces personally into Guadalajara.

kins that arm s could be exported from 
the Toited States to Mexico for the 
benefit of the Constitutionalists de­ 
spite the fact that the official em bar­ 
go of such shipments was still in ex­ 
istence. 
This means that the resolu­ 
tion will be suppressed. 
Mr. Flood did not say so directly, 
but his fellow members of the com­ 
mittee understood that he had been 
informed that the president and Mr. 
Bryan, the secretary of state, did not 
wish the resolution adopted. 


Anxious to Avoid Irritation. 
A suggestion was made by a mem­ 
ber of the committee that John Lind 
be called before it to testify regard­ 
ing the m atter set forth in the Hop­ 
kins correspondence. 
Mr. Flood said 
that it was his understanding that the 
administration officials believed that 
any such action would also be In the 
nature of an irritant. 
In fact, mem­

believe that 
publicity

would cause trouble for the president 
and should be avoided if possible. 
Appearing before the committee Mr. 
Kahn opened his argum ent by refer­ 
ring to the fact that last August the 
president appeared 
before congress 
and delivered an address on the Mexi­ 
can situation, in which he said that 
he was 
sending 
John 
Lind as 
his 
personal representative and spokes­ 
m an” to Mexico. 
Subsequently in the same message, 
Mr. Kahn observed, the president an­ 
nounced that it was the duty of this 
government not to take the part of 
either side of the controversy in Mex­ 
ico. 
Mr. Kahn quoted this portion of 
the president’s message. 
"The language is unequivocal,” he 
said. 
“It is clear and 
explicit and 
states a position that was in accord 
with the 
popular 
sentiment of the 
country at the time, namely, that we 
pledged ourselves to be fair to both 
sides in Mexico.”

Exploration in Bible lands bas led 
to the discovery of a wealth of mate­ 
rials throwing light upon the arts and 
crafts which are referred to in the 
Old Testament. 
The discoveries relat­ 
ing to music have a charm all their 
own, aud excavations at Nippur show, 
among other things, a shepherd of 
6,000 years ago sitting on the grass 
with a lamb on one side of him and 
his dog on the other, lazily plucking at 
tile strings of a leather covered lute. 
Professor Garstang unearthed three ac­ 
tual instruments of Beni Bassan—a 
large harp. a pair of long reed flutes 
and a timber drum—all found in tombs 
dated between the age of Abraham 
and that of Moses.
